Probably the most famous and impressive medal in the British series, existing 
only as electrotypes and gutta-percha castings. Gutta-percha is a natural 
product from the exudate of certain trees, chemically related to rubber. At the 
time of the production of these medals it was the only ‘plastic’ type casting 
material available. In 1819 the Prince Regent gave the order to producea 
medal of surpassing magnitude and beauty to commemorate the Battle of 
Waterloo. Pistrucci was given the task of producing the medals which wereto 
be presented to the allied sovereigns and other dignitaries, including the two 
commanders, Wellington and Blucher. There followed a protracted series of 
disputes between Pistrucci and the authorities, mainly over payment for the 
work. Theresult was that the dies were not completed until 1849, thirty years 
after the original order, when, of the intended recipients, only Wellington 
remained alive. Because of the difficulty in hardening dies of the size required 
to strike the medal, each diewas made in two parts, an outer ring and a central 
die. However the hardening was never carried out and only gutta-percha 
impressions and electrotypes were made. For a detailed description of the 
allegorical significance of the design and the extended production process 
see British Historical M edals Volume, pages 208-212.

H erbert Cole ‘N ugget' Coombs, 1906-1997, was an Australian economist 
and public servant. Born in Kalamunda, Western Australia, the son of a 
railway station master and one of six children, he attained a BA (Hons) and 
M A from the University of Western Australia and a PhD from the London 
School of Economics. His early post school years were spent teaching and 
furthering his studies in economics. In 1935 he became an economist with 
the Commonwealth Bank of Australia, at that time Australia's central 
bank. In 1939 he moved to the Department of the Treasury and in 1941 
was appointed to the Commonwealth Bank board by Prime M inister J ohn 
Curtin. In 1942 the Treasurer of the time, Ben Chifley, appointed Coombs 
as Director of Rationing and in 1943 Director-General of a newly created 
ministry, the Department of Post-War Reconstruction. Coombs became a 
confidant of Chifley and when the latter was appointed Prime M inister in 
1945 Coombs was one of the most powerful public servants in Australia's 
history. In January 1949 Chifley appointed Coombs as the Governor of the 
Commonwealth Bank. Even after a change of government, Coombs was 
retained in this key economic role and in 1960, when the Reserve Bank 
of Australia was established to assume the Commonwealth Bank's central 
banking responsibilities, he was appointed Governor of the R eserve Bank of 
Australia. H eretired in 1968. Hewas heavily involved in various other fields 
including the arts and Aboriginal affairs and in fact was the prime author 
of the Labor Party's policy on Aboriginal affairs and the commitment to 
Aboriginal land rights. H is advice against resorting to financing government 
operations by unorthodox means was ignored resulting in the Loans Affair 
of 1975 that led to the dismissal of the Whitlam Government. Thesignature 
H C Coombs appears on all Australian banknotes, firstly as Governor of 
the Commonwealth Bank of Australia from 1 January 1949 to 13 J anuary 
1960 and then Governor of the R eserve Bank of Australia from 14 J anuary 
1960 to 22 July 1968.

H enry Archer was a designer, artist and engraver at India's Currency N ote 
Press (CNP) N asik (Road) from 1928 to 1952. During this period he prepared 
preliminary sketches, essays, proofs and final designs for many of India's 
(and H yderabad's) banknotes up to independence. 


The collection contains sixty-eight items. Forty-five from T he Reserve Bank 
of India, seventeen from H yderabad and six items relating to the Currency 
N ote Press. The Reserve Bank of India section contains fourteen George 
VI, black and white uniface photographs of proofs, from one rupee to one 
thousand rupees. The H yderabad section contains twelve black and white 
uniface photographs of proofs from one rupee to one hundred rupees. 
The collection also contains several hand drawn preliminary sketches, 
handwritten memos, eight actual size and enlarged photographic portraits 
of George VI and thirteen design vignettes from various notes, of animals, 
dhows and the Ashoka Column. 


The highlights include proposed front and back designs for a George VI 
two rupees eight annas and a one hundred rupees, with facing portrait of 
George VI and two elephants in the central vignette on the back (see J hun. 
type 10.2, page 169 and type 10.3, page 170). TheH yderabad notes include 
front and back designs for a one rupee with signature of M ehdi Yar Jung 
(}hun.2.1 - previously only reported), the back of the large size five rupees 
type which was never issued (Jhun.7.1R) plus a number of partly finished 
ten and one hundred rupees. 


The earliest item in the collection is a large hand drawn preliminary pencil 
sketch of the front and back of a design for a one? rupee with considerable 
additional information regarding size, number of sheets and number of 
notes. Both one rupee and two rupees eight annas are mentioned. Also a 
preliminary sketch for a one rupee made in 1935 (both signed by Archer 
at a later date). The latest are two different enlarged copies of the stylised 
Ashoka Pillar (Column) used for the R epublic issues. 


T he following fourteen items are all R eserve Bank of India, George V1, black 
and white uniface photographs of printed proofs: 1-2 Two Rupes, portrait of 
George VI, facing left, ].B. Taylor signature. CN P Specimen logo at left. Front 
and back as final design for issued note (P.17a; Jhun.2.1). 3-4 Two rupees 
eight annas, portrait of George V1, facing left, CN P Specimen logo at left and 
).B. Taylor signature. Eleven lines of Indian script on back. Proposed design, 
never issued (P.-; }hun.10.2). 5-6 Five rupees, portrait of George V1 facing, 
C.D. Deshmukh signature, front and back as final design for issued note 
(P.23; Jhun.4). 7 Ten rupees, back only with sailing dhow in centre as final 
design for issued note (P.24; Jhun.6.1R). 8-9 One hundred rupees, portrait 
of George VI facing left, CN P Specimen logo at left, J.B. Taylor signature, 
Calcutta top centre.

Other items include a large pencil sketch of the proposed layout for the 
George V 1935 rupee? or two rupees eight annas. The sketch shows front 
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and back of arough design S. No. Y /20 000000, surrounded by other small 
geometric designs and information relating to size (3-7/8' x 2-1/8') numbers 
to be printed (Rs.1/-, Rs.2/8), paper (numbers per sheet; numbers of sheets), 
numbers to be printed daily. Signed by Archer lower right at a later date. 
Both designs show two circles (left and right for the King's portrait and the 
watermark) with a crowned GRI cypher in the centre and serial number 
below on one design. 


Another pencil sketch (265mm x 200mm) by Archer shows Two Indian 
Buck. The title to this sketch is 'Back of Rs 5'. At a later date, Archer has 
added the words 'In 1936/7 | made this pencil sketch at the London Zoo. 
When designing the Rs.5 in India! put these Indian Buck on the reverse, 
signed by Archer lower right. There is also a black and white photograph 
of the completed vignette. See (P.23; Jhun.4.2R) for the final design on the 
five rupees. 


Oneof the memos addressed to the engraver(s) Archer and H .W. Barr, dated 
10/9/34 is entitled 'N ote Designs for Reserve Bank’. It stated ‘Although not 
definitely settled that Reserve Bank will have their notes printed here, it is 
highly probable that they will, and that the C.N.P. will remain a Govt. of 
India concern acting in a close liaison with the bank. It is unlikely that the 
bank will employ an outsider to design their notes and we must therefore 
be prepared to produce designs at short notice.....': The memo goes on to 
state that the King's head would appear on the notes and that they should 
provide preliminary designs for 5, 10, 100, 1000 and 10,000 rupees during 
the next six months. 


Asan artist, engraver and designer, Archer was also involved in designing 
notes for H yderabad, Ceylon, Nepal, Gulf Rupees, (Indian charity notes), 
probably Pakistan, Burma and the first post independence Indian issues. 


HY DERABAD 


Archer was involved in designing the H yderabad notes produced at N asik. 
Thecollection contains twelve black and white uniface photographs of proofs 
as follows: 1-2 Onerupee, unifacefront and back. With signature of M ehdi 
Yar Jung (1939). Type as (P.S271; Jhun.2.1). A note written by Archer at a 
later date states '| madea memo then that the (this) Rel (onerupee) was not 
issued, thus making this note extremely rare’. J hunjhunwalla states that it 
has been reported but not confirmed (page 294). 3 Five rupees (small size), 
front design (no under print) with signature of Fakhr Yar J ung (1936-1938 
and 1940-41) with CN P Specimen logo top right.

Also in the H yderabad collection is a hand written memo asking Archer to 
‘Pl(ease) come over and see me in CNP (Currency N ote Printing) Office re 
H yderabad notes. 11.15am'’, initialled (and dated) ??/6/36. Another memo 
(reduced photograph) states 'Please bring up to my S.P.I. office the proof of 
the Rs.10/- (ten rupees) H yderabad note’. Initialled 4/6/5 (4-6-1935). On 
a black and white photograph of the H yderabad coat of arms, Archer has 
written (later in life) 'Stylised coat of arms by (signed T.I. Archer)’. 


In his old age, Archer wroteon small pieces of paper, additional descriptions 
and information about some of the items in the collection. T hese have been 
kept with the collection. A small photograph of a drawing (self portrait?) 
of a smiling Archer is included in the collection. He has added the words 
'1928-1952/T.|. Archer/Designer'in three lines. }hunjhunwalla refers to 
him as Henry Archer (page 168) although many of the memos etc appear 
to have the initials 'T.l. Archer’. The collection also contains a set of three 
charity notes (K adi) with the portrait of Gandhi at right. All are signed 'M r 
T.I. Archer’ at lower left. 


There are also black and white photographs of the cover and the next two 
pages of the special 'Inauguration Ceremony’ brochure for the opening of 
the currency press on 14th April 1928. Also photographs of the special ten 
rupees specimen note that was included in the brochure. 


Referring to the starting of thenote printing press by Sir N ath M itra, Archer 
states the banknote sheets 'were cut and given to guests - about 200 sheets’. 
On the photograph of the ten rupee he has written ‘existing design from de 
la Rues from London 1928' There is also a photo (damaged) of Sir George 
Willis, the former M aster, India Security Press. 


Some of the photographs of uniface banknote proof designs have the word 
‘top' written in pencil on the back. M ost of them show signs on the back of 
being removed from a book or photo album. The front of the two rupees 
has three letters written in blue crayon? and a small hole has been repaired. 
The front of the 100 rupees has a vertical tear on the right margin which has 
also been repaired on the back with tape. The front top left corner of theone 
rupeeis missing due to its removal from a book. The back has been repaired 
with tape on the left margin. M ost of the H yderabad photos of proofs also 
show signs on the back of being removed from a book or album.

This lot comes from an important hoard of Greek gold staters from the time 
of the M ithradatic War (88-86 B.C.). They were issued by M ithradates V| 
of Pontus who used the design of the famous issues two centuries earlier of 
Lysimachos. These staters with the head of Alexander the Great linked him 
to Alexander, history's greatest conqueror. At the age of 18, M ithradates 
embarked on a career of conquest, bringing most of the lands around 
the Black Sea under his control. These policies brought him into conflict 
with Rome and he consequently tried to liberate the East from Rome and 
quickly defeated the local garrisons and massacred every Roman citizen in 
Asia (some 80,000 in one night). Athens welcomed him as a liberator, but 
the Roman response came in 87 B.C. The Consul L. Sulla with five legions 
captured Athens and pursued M ithradates back to Asia M inor. M ithradates 
was fined 2000 talents (600,000 gold staters) and returned to Pontus. These 
gold staters were probably struck during his campaign in T hracein late 88 to 
early 87 B.C. to pay his mercenary soldiers. Three cities struck these coins. 
Alternatively the view has been put forward suggesting that these coins were 
issued by Brutus in the Civil War of 44-42 B.C. See Celator, January 2000 
(pp. 22-24). This may still prove to be the correct interpretation.

After a long and distinguished reign marked by moderation and stability, 
Hieron II was sufficiently assiduous to avoid any imperial aspirations in 
favour of loyalty to Rome, the prosperity of his people and family. In 218- 
216, whilethe Second Punic War was raging in Italy, he provided a powerful 
counterweight to any Carthaginian ambitions. He not only cooperated at 
sea with the Republic, but sent a contingent of 1500 troops and money 
in the form of a newly reformed currency in silver and gold, based on 
multiples of the traditional Sicilian silver unit of about 0.86 gram, the litra. 
The most numerous Issue of this new coinage was that in the name of his 
queen, Philistis, with her head shown wearing the royal diadem below a veil 
that inevitably recalls the portrait of Arsinoe II at Alexandria. Nike as the 
charioteer of the reverse biga is obviously auspicious of final victory.

These H unnic imitations of Sassanian coins are known from a small number 
of specimens and are rarely seen for sale. This example has completely 
corrupt Pahlavi letters on obverse and reverse, and probably from theslightly 
later period of c.600 A.D. TheH ephthalites or White H uns were a Central 
Asian nomadic confederation whose precise origins and composition remain 
obscure. T hey were called Ephthalites by the H uns, and H unas by the Indians. 
They were mentioned by the Chinese and they displaced the Scythians and 
conquered Sogdiana and Khorasan before 425. After that, they crossed the 
Syr Darya (J axartes) River and invaded Persia. In Persia, they were initially 
held off by Bahram Gur but later around A.D. 483-85, they succeeded in 
making Persia a tributary state. After a series of wars in the period around 
A.D. 503-513, they were driven out of Persia and were completely defeated 
in A.D. 557 by Khosru | though their polity came under the Gokturks 
thereafter. The White Huns also invaded the regions of Afghanistan and 
Pakistan and succeeded in extending their domain to include the Ganges 
valley where this coin was made.

This lot represents an opportunity to acquire a coin from 
the famous ‘Samaria H oard' published in M eshorer & Qedar 'Coinage of 
Samaria in the Fourth Century BCE’, Jerusalem, 1991. Every coin in that 
hoard is illustrated with enlargements and this hoard together with a few 
other finds became the basis of establishing the existence of a series, of a 
nation in an era never previously recognised in the published literature. The 
meaning of the legend (which reads Samaria), remains uncertain, whether it 
means the city, the province or thestate, or a combination of these meanings. 
By c.400 B.C, the Samaritans were still considered J ewish and as such were 
approached by the Jews of Elephantine. The Samaritan high priests and 
governorsin the 5th and 4th century B.C. in the Eleohantine documents bear 
Jewish names.

Flt Lt M cLean was the pilot and captain of the first RAF plane and in fact 
the first Empire plane to land in Japan after the surrender when he landed 
the Dakota transporter, ‘Spirit of M iddlesex', at Atsugi Aerodrome outside 
Yokohama. Two days later he made the return trip to Australia via M anila 
with one of his passengers being Col L.M oore Cosgrave DSO & Bar, the 
Canadian M ilitary Attache to Australia, SW PA, who held up the surrender 
ceremony by signing the document in the wrong place. On arrival at Parafield 
the staff and spectators at the aerodrome flocked to see the aircraft as one of 
the crew had chalked on the side, 'First British Plane in Japan’. 


RAF 156 Sgn was formed in August 1942 as one of four squadrons selected 
to form the nucleus of the new Path Finder Force (No 8 Group), remaining 
with the Force until the end of the war and played a major part in Bomber 
Command's offensive. 


RAF 582 Sqn was formed on 1 April 1944 from C Flight of 7 Sqn and C 
Flight of 156 Sqn to be part of Path Finder Force (No 8 Group). 


RAF Master Bomber - the Path Finder Group devised and perfected 
the M aster Bomber technique. M aster Bomber, always one of the most 
experienced pilots in Bomber Command, guided the main force in daylight 
or night attacks and in all weathers. H e was responsible when attacks were 
made in close support of the Army to ensure that all bombs fell ahead of the 
bombing line. H is first task was to check the position of the target indicators 
dropped by the Path Finder Force, flying down low over the target to do so. 
If the markers were correctly in place the M aster Bomber called in the main 
force to bomb. If the markers were not correctly located he had to order 
them be correctly dropped and then go through the whole procedure again. 
The main bombing force was directly under his control. If an attack was to 
be aborted because of weather or any other reason it was his decision. The 
Deputy M aster Bomber was on standby to assume the M aster Bomber's 
place at a moment's notice. Pilots were severely tested before selection and 
then trained intensively before becoming a M aster Bomber and weredrawn 
from the most experienced pilots in the Path Finder Force.

Division on 14/5/1917: ‘For gallantry, fearlessness and initiative on 6th M ay 
1917 in trench O.G.1 near Bullecourt, France, part of which this Battalion 
was holding. The enemy attacked the Battalion which was occupying the 
trench on our right and succeeded in driving them from thetrench and were 
approaching our right flank. Corporal H owell seeing this, without orders, 
immediately jumped up on the parapet and then singlehanded, though 
Subjected to heavy bomb and rifle fire, threw bombs at the enemy and 
advanced on them at the same time. H aving exhausted his supply of bombs 
he advanced along the top of the parapet and attacked the enemy with his 
bayonet until he fell wounded into the trench. Seeing H owell's action other 
men had come forward to support him and the enemy were finally driven 
out of the trench which was again occupied and held, being taken over later 
by the Battalion who had formerly occupied it. H owell's action in stemming 
the tide of advance of the enemy and forcing them to draw back enabled 
the organization of the counter-attack which was immediately launched and 
drove the Germans from the position. 
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His action was witnessed not only by the whole of his Battalion but also 
by the Battalion occupying O.G.2. Apart from its great value tactically, his 
example had a great effect in inspiring other men and undoubtedly was greatly 
responsible for the enemy's being driven back immediately, though it was 
some time before they were driven out of the whole position. 


Furthermorethe bravery of Corporal H owell on the above occasion has been 
the topic of conversation in this and neighbouring Battalions of the Brigade, 
both officers and men. H ehas done previous good work and has already won 
the M ilitary M edal. His wound has proved a very serious one.' 


Recommendation for MM authorized by GOC Ist Australian Division on 
16/4/1917: “At Demicourt on 9th April 1917 for courage and devotion to 
duty displayed while leading his rifle bombing section in the operation against 
the German position. On several occasions when held up by machine gun 
fire he overcame the opposition by sound offensive tactics and good use 
of his weapons, and continued to advance. H e with his section, was in the 
lead throughout, and was of great assistance to his Company in the capture 
of its objectives. ' 


George]Julian Snowy' Howell was born on 19 November 1893 at Enfield, 
an inner western suburb of Sydney. H e was the fourth son of Francis John 
H owell, a carpenter who migrated to Australia from Brighton in England, 
and his Sydney born wife M artha (n e Sweeny). He attended schools in the 
immediate area, namely Croydon Park Public Schoo! and Burwood Public 
School before entering into a bricklaying apprenticeship with a bricklayer 
from the suburb of Campsie about 5 kilometres from Enfield. 


Snowy joined theAIF on 3June1915 and shortly after, on 14 J uly, embarked 
from Sydney aboard HMAT Orsova for Egypt as a member of the 7th 
Reinforcements for the 1st Battalion. He was taken on strength of the 1st 
Battalion at Gallipoli on 1 November 1915 serving there until the mass Allied 
evacuation in thenext month of December. H ethen proceeded to Egypt with 
his unit which underwent some months of training before moving to France 
in M arch 1916 in readiness for going into action on the Western Front. 


Shortly after H owell was in action with the 1st Battalion in the Fromelles 
sector and in J uly 1916 he was wounded in the Battle of Pozi res during the 
Somme offensive and was transferred to England for treatment. While in 
England, Snowy attended a training school before returning to his unit on 
26 November. H ewas appointed Lance Corporal on 10 December 1916 and 
then to full Corporal on 6 February 1917. Two months later he was engaged 
with his Battalion in an attack on the German held village of Demicourt and 
it was here on the 9th April 1917 that George was awarded the M ilitary 
M edal for his courage and devotion to duty while leading a rifle bombing 
section during the capture of Demicourt. 


Corporal George Howell was now in the thick of the fighting and at 
Bullecourt the Allies were engaged in some of the heaviest fighting of the 
war as they attacked the Hindenburg Line. It was during this intense battle 
on 6 May 1917, near Bullecourt, that Corporal H owell was to receive 
the Victoria Cross. During this battle, Howell realized that a large party 
of Germans advancing in a trench was going to outflank his battalion so, 
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despite already having machine gun wounds in both legs, he climbed onto 
the parapet and in the face of heavy bomb attacks and rifle fire he proceeded 
to reign bombs down onto the Germans and when the bombs ran out he 
used his bayonet until he dropped severely wounded. When brought in for 
medical attention he was found to have at least twenty eight wounds and 
was hospitalized in England. 


On 21 July 1917 Cpl H owell was invested personally with his decorations 
by King George V in the front courtyard of Buckingham Palace along with 
31 other VC recipients that included five other Australians, namely Capt 
N ewland, Sgt Whittle, L/Cpl Kenny and Ptes] ensen and O'M eara. Theopen 
air presentation was at the specific request of His M ajesty who wanted the 
public to witness the ceremony and the Queen and Princess M ary were on 
the balcony over the central gateway and watched proceedings throughout. 
Subsequently George was promoted to Sergeant and because of his war 
injuries he was returned to Australia on 31 October 1917 aboard HM AT 
Berrima and then on 5 June 1918 was discharged from the AIF on medical 
grounds. On 1M arch 1919 he married a Sydney nurse, Sadie Lillian Y ates, 
at St Stephen's Presbyterian Church in Sydney and then settled in the 
Sydney seaside suburb of Coogee. He worked on the advertising staff of 
Smith's N ewspapers Ltd and then the Bulletin N ewspaper and by 1933 he 
was the N ew South Wales representative for the Brisbane Standard and the 
Queensland Worker. 


Soon after WWII started, Snowy joined the Australian Army on 5 October 
1939 and wasallotted servicenumber N 69450 and taken on strength of 2nd 
Garrison Battalion located at Victoria Barracks, Paddington. Shortly after, 
on 17 December 1939, he was discharged as Services No Longer Required 
as he was solesupport of dependents. H ethen rejoined on 25 June 1940 and 
allotted service number N 75435 being posted to HQ Eastern Command, also 
at Victoria Barracks. On posting he was classified as Specialist III and then 
on 16 October 1940 he was promoted to Corporal. H owever, he found the 
work very boring and applied for and was granted discharge on 12 February 
1941. Six months later George H owell joined the United States Army Sea 
Transport Service serving as a merchant seaman aboard tug ST 131 and in 
this role he participated in theinvasion of Leyteat the commencement of the 
United States campaign against the] apanese occupation of The Philippines. 
Records indicate that the ST 131 under Captain N orman Philpott travelled 
from Hollandia to San Pedro Bay, Philippines, towing two barges loaded 
with high octane fuel, O ctober - November 1944, arriving three days after 
D-Day landings. The ST131 survived suicide bombers and monsoon and, 
as well as Snowy H owell, the crew included another WW1 veteran, Scotty 
M artieth. For his service with the United States he was awarded the US 
Army Sea Duty Ribbon, The M erchant M arine Combat Bar, Pacific War 
Zone Bar (later supplemented with a medal), Philippine Defense Ribbon, 
Philippine Liberation Ribbon and also the United States M erchant M arine 
WWII Victory M edal. 
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After the war George resumed his civilian life until his wife passed away in 
December 1953. He then moved to Perth to live with his married daughter, 
Norma. He also lived for a short time in Gunyidi via Watheroo before 
returning to Perth. In 1956 he attended the Centenary VC celebrations in 
London. George Julian “Snowy' Howell died at the Repatriation General 
H ospital, Hollywood, Perth on 23 December 1964. He received a funeral 
with full military honours, was cremated and his ashes interred at K arrakatta 
Cemetery, Perth. 


Corporal Howell's name is commemorated by a plaque in the Western 
Australian Garden of Remembrance. His name is also recorded on the War 
M emorial erected near the corner of Coronation Paradeand Liverpool Road 
at Enfield to commemorate the local men who served with theAIF inWWI.

A rifle 
company was lifted by the Battalion carriers and had the task of rushing on 
to the important enemy held position immediately on the cessation of our 
artillery concentrations. Together with Rifle Company Commander, Capt. 
Isaksson led the advance forward in his carrier right on to the objective 
where the troops debussed and destroyed the enemy holding position. Capt. 
|saksson showed great courage and capableleadership in the employment of 
the carriers and the boldness and accuracy of the carrier advance forward 
to the objective was a great factor in the capture of this important position. 
Capt. Isaksson then reorganized his carriers and maintained a ferry service 
of Battalion stores, ammunition, etc. to enable the Battalion to be completely 
reorganized by dawn and ready for enemy counter-attack. Throughout the 
operation the enemy fought stubbornly, but Capt. Isaksson maintained 
a steady and determined service until his task was completed. In three 
Battalion attacks during those few days in the face of intense enemy action 
Capt. Isaksson displayed an untiring devotion to duty, a high standard of 
personal courage and leadership with his carriers in assisting in the rapid 
reorganization of the Battalion after the capture of its objective.'

David John Verdun Henry was born on 5 December 1916 at Invercargill, 
N ew Zealand. Known to his family and friends as J ack, he underwent Civil 
Reserve flying training with the Southland Flying Club from 26 June- 11 
September 1939. He then enlisted into RNZAF on 15 January 1940 and 
commenced flying training on 15 February 1940 with N 0.1 EFT S (Elementary 
Flying Training School). He then underwent further pilot training until 27 
N ovember 1941 flying a variety of aircraft at No 1 FTS Wigram, ATS No 
1 FTS Wigram, ATS No 2 FTS Woodbourne, No 3 FTS Ohakea and FTS 
H obsonville. During this period J ack H enry was commissioned on 27 July 
1940 and promoted to Flying Officer on 27 July 1941. 


On 25 February 1942 he was posted to Polbrook Op Sqn and then from 15 
M arch 1942 - 9 May 1942 at Alston Down with No 52 OTU training on 
Spitfire, M iles M aster and Wellington. H e was posted to No 485 Sqn (NZ) 
based at Kenley from 10 M ay 1942 - 8 July 1942 being promoted to Flight 
Lieutenant on 27 July 1942. Recorded in his log book is a report from his 
CO,S/L RJ C Grant, F/Lt H enry has been with me sometime now and has 
had considerable fighting experience. | have always found him hard working, 
keen and conscientious and definitely above the average as a pilot and leader.’ 
Jack Henry's daughter said that her father's nickname was Sheep' because 
he was from N ew Zealand. 


From 8 July 1942 - 30 November 1942 FLTLT Henry was based at Kings 
Cliffe, Northhamptonshire for operations over France and Germany. After 
this he moved to Souk-El-Arba Airfield, Tunisia as OC ‘B' Flight. N oted in 
his log book, °7/5/43 Tunis Fell Today - Army marched in 10.30AM .' On 
7 June 1943 Jack was attached to 324 Wing pending posting and he noted 
in his log book, Awarded DFC, M ention in Despatches’. In October 1943 
he undertook further training on No 35 Course at Central Flying School 
(Gunnery) at Sutton Bridge. From then until October 1943 he was engaged 
on operations flying Diver Patrols chasing down Doodle Bugs' (V-1 flying 
bombs) heading for England and also other operational sorties over Europe. 
In November 1943 he was in London to attend Buckingham Palace for 
presentation of his DFC by King George VI.

In April 1944 until end of J une 1944 he was based in Canada at Rockcliffe 
Airport and was promoted to Acting Squadron Leader on 1 April 1944. 
In August 1944 he was posted to 130 Sqn at RAF Tangmere flying the 
Spitfire XIV and at the end of that month he was posted to 41 Sqn as 
Flight Commander flying the Spitfire X Il. During one of his operations on 
9 September 1944 he has recorded in his log book, Brussells (sic) Airfield 
- Pranged on landing. Forehead lacerated. Tyre burst on landing Spit went 
up on its nose’. 


On10 February 1945, whilecommanding an operational flight to O snabruck, 
Dummer Lake, Rheine Area, FLTLT ‘Jack' Henry failed to return. The 
following details were recorded in his log book by one of his squadron 
members. Damaged One Loco. F/Lt Henry Did Not Return. Blue Section 
Of Aircraft attacked a locomotive in the vicinity of Dummer Lake F/Lt 
H enry was the first to attack and was greeted by heavy flak. H e continued 
to attack the loco and was seen to damage it. As he pulled up white vapour 
streamed from the a/c and he said his a/c was hit. He tuned towards home 
but his engine seized and he baled out in the vicinity of Rheine. H ewas last 
seen gliding down towards the clouds at a height of 3000 feet. Taken POW 
after baling out. Escaped from forced march to M unich. Returned England 
19 April 1945.' 


In Jack Henry's personal diary written while a POW he recorded, °..No 
cockpit. Climbed on to the wing at 2,000 ft & next moment | hit the silk. 
A nasty jolt and DJV was floating to earth by parachute for the first time 
in his flying career (1939). | watched my A/C crash & burst into flames & 
next moment | was sprawling and being dragged through small shrubbery. 
Pleased | set ???? from A/C across open fields but was shortly accosted by one 
of the Wehrmacht. | was calm by this time but still could not believe! was 
a captive in German hands & would not be going back to my comfortable 
bed & quarters at home. And so after 5 years of aviating | now find myself 
with wings clipped & heading for aPOW Camp. ' 


Jack finally was imprisoned at Stalag 13 Langwasser, N uremberg POW 
camp. During interrogation he was locked in a cold room with a drip of 
water landing at regular intervals on his forehead. H e was offered a warm 
shower and nice food in exchange for information but he refused to talk. 
As the allies advanced Jack noted that the Germans were determined to 
retain POWs so they started to march them to M unich and it was during 
this forced march that J ack managed to escape on 4 April 1945. H ethen has 
recorded in his POW diary, 16/4/45 Glory Be! We are free and the Yanks 
are Great Boys! Best meal & loads of cigarettes. We have just walked into 
our lines.’ Following his escape he returned to his squadron at Tangmere 
on 12 May 1945. 


Post war J ack H enry was placed on the Reserve of O fficers on 28 N ovember 
1945.0n 18 M arch 1948 he was entitled to relinquish his commission and 
he then continued flying in N ew Zealand in the Active Reserve from 1/8/48 
- 26/8/53. Jack Henry's brother, FLTLT Colin Hayes Henry (12 Sqn RAF 
[Lancaster] pilot and captain, 32 sorties) was also awarded the Distinguished 
Flying Cross on 27 M arch 1945. 


Squadron Leader ‘J ack' David John Verdun Henry died at Invercargill on 
7 August 1984. His daughter has no knowledge of his standard campaign 
and service medals, all of which would be unnamed as is the normal mode 
of issue by the N ew Zealand authorities, and she has no recollection of ever 
seeing her father wearing them.
